As  directed  by  the  President  and  the  constitution  of  the 
Nebraska  Numismatic  Association,  the  nominations  for  the

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The  Leshcr  Referendum  Souvenirs

At  the  top  of  page  245  in  the  1970  edition  of  the  Guide 
Book  of  United  States  Coins  (the  Red  Book)  appears  a 
title:  "Lesher  Referendum  Dollars."  Under  the  title 

there  is  a  brief  description  of  when  they  were  in  use, 
and  for  what  purpose,  also  illustrations  of  the  reverse 
of  the  1900  type  and  the  obverse  of  the  1901  type. 
Considering  the  broad  field  of  American  coins  and  tokens 
covered  by  the  Guide  Book,  the  Lesher  tokens  were  lucky 
to  be  included  among  the  items  listed.  Never-the-less, 
there  are  several  other  interesting  facts  about  these 
tokens  which  might  be  of  concern  and  interest  to  all 
collectors . 

None  of  the  different  types  and  varities  bear  the  word 
"Dollar."  The  first  type  has  the  number  1.25,  which  is 
not  preceded  by  a  $  sign.  Lesher  designed  the  second 
type  to  have  the  number  1.00  which  is  preceded  by  the 
dollar  sign,  however.  He  designated  the  tokens  as  Jos. 
Lesher' s  Referendum  Souvenir"  on  the  first  type,  and  as 
Jos.  Leshers  Referendum  Silver  Souvenir  Medal  on  the 
second  type.  He  had  the  word,  "Referendum"  registered 
as  a  trade-mark  on  April  9,  1901  at  the  United  States 
Patent  Office.  He  described  the  trade-mark  as  an 
arbitrary  and  fanciful  word,  used  to  describe  the 
souvenirs.  Evidently  this  planning  was  conceived  in 
order  to  avoid  a  resemblance  to  regularly  issued  coins. 

The  use  of  an  octagonal  shaped  blank  also  set  the  tokens 
apart  from  regular  coins. 

Why  should  a  silver  miner,  operating  a  silver  lease  on 
the  southwest  slope  of  Pike's  Peak,  desire  to  promote 
private  coinage?  A  Nebraskan,  William  Jennings  Bryan, 
furnished  the  inspirations.  In  his  platform  during 
his  campaign  for  the  presidency  in  1900,  Bryan  advocated 
free  coinage  of  silver.  Such  an  arrangement  would  be 
highly  beneficial  to  silver  producers  by  increasing  the 
price  of  silver,  in  an  indirect  manner.  Silver,  at  that 
time,  was  selling  at  654  per  troy  ounce.  Silver  dollars 
being  minted  at  three  U.S.  mints  in  1899,  weighed  412^ 
grains  per  coin;  of  this  weight,  grains  was  silver, 

the  remainder  alloy.  Thus,  only  a  little  over  77%  of  an 
ounce  of  silver  was  contained  in  a  silver  dollar  at  the 
time.  The  value  of  the  silver  at  654  per  troy  ounce  would 
be  slightly  over  504.  The  plan  appeared  to  be  to  trade 
$1.00  worth  of  silver  for  two  silver  dollars. 
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Bryan  was  defeated,  and  the  proposals  in  his  platform 
were  not  included  in  the  legislative  program.  Lesher 
was  chagrined  and  decided  to  issue  his  own  money.  He 
employed  a  die-maker  in  Denver,  by  the  name  of  Frank 
Hurd  to  make  the  dies,  the  first  of  which  were  confis¬ 
cated  by  the  Secret  Service.  After  a  conference  with 
the  Federal  Attorney  and  with  Senator  Teller  of  Colorado 
he  was  allowed  to  continue,  but  with  a  new  design.  The 
promotion  was  to  sell  the  tokens  for  $1.00  each,  at  a 
profit  of  20C  over  cost. 

Lesher  kept  no  records,  but  Farran  Zerbe  an  active 
researcher  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association 
visited  the  area  in  the  vicinity  of  Cripple  Creek  and 
Victor,  Colorado  before  Lesher' s  death,  and  obtained 
considerable  information  from  him.  Several  thousand 
of  the  tokens  or  souvenirs  were  made,  but  few  are  now 
available.  C.  C.  Shroyer,  former  President  of  the 
A.N.A.,  served  as  an  enumerator  of  Leshers,  and  listed 
holdings  by  serial  numbers.  Since  the  tokens  were 
described  in  the  Guide  Book,  their  value  has  increased 
considerably . 

Joseph  Lesher  might  have  fitted  in  well  with  the 
modern  youngsters  since  he  had  a  beautiful  beard 
and  mustache,  and  wore  his  black  derby  with  dignity. 

In  addition  he  was  a  creator  of  unsuccessful  schemes. 

/I  Medat  Pot  Big  Red 

Ben  Wall  of  Nebraska  Numismatics  has  announced  that  his 
firm  will  distribute  a  medal  honoring  Nebraska's  1970 
Cornhusker  football  team  as  "Number  One"  in  the  country, 
by  A.  E.  Lorioli  Fratelli  in  Milan,  Italy.  The  obverse 
will  feature  the  end-zone  view  of  Jerry  Tagge ' s  final 
touchdown  in  the  Orange  Bowl  while  the  reverse  will  bear 
a  large  "1"  and  the  Huskers'  1970  record. 

The  medal  will  be  issued  in  two  sizes,  32  mm.  and  50  mm., 
and  in  two  metals,  silverplated  bronze  and  sterling  silver. 
The  issue  will  be  limited  to  10,000  in  each  size  and  medal, 
with  each  piece  being  serially  numbered.  Prices  will  be 
$3.00  for  the  small  silverplate,  $6.75  for  the  large  silver- 
plate,  $12.50  for  the  small  sterling  and  $31.00  for  the 
large  sterling.  A  32  mm.  solid  18  karat  gold  pendant  may 
be  available  at  $135.00  if  sufficient  orders  are  received. 

Although  30  days  should  be  allowed  for  delivery  medals  may 
be  reserved  by  writing  Nebraska  Numismatics,  Postal  Box 
1022,  Omaha,  NE  68101.  Do  not  forget  to  include  the 
appropriate  sales  tax  also. 
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Pure  nickel  coins  produced  in  Switzerland  over  80  years  ago 
and  recently  removed  from  circulation  still  show  most  of 
the  original  detail  of  the  dies.

YOUR  DISAPPEARING  IV'CN F.Y

Congress  passed  a  resolution  on  March  3,  1791  that  a  mint 
be  established  for  the  newly  formed  United  States  of 
America,  but  not  until  April  2,  1792  was  a  bill  passed 
establishing  the  denominations,  weights,  fineness  and 
metals  to  be  used  for  the  coinage  at  this  mint.  The  bill 
stated  that  the  money  of  the  U.S.  would  be  expressed  in 
dollars  and  cents  and  that  a  free  coinage  of  gold  and 
silver  with  a  fixed  ratio  of  15  to  1  would  be  used.  Thus 
we  had  a  dual  standard  and  free  circulation  of  gold  and 
silver  for  over  one  hundred  and  fourty  years,  until  the 
Emergency  Bank  Act  stopped  private  individuals  from  hold¬ 
ing  gold  in  coin  or  bullion  form.  Collectors  and  numis¬ 
matists  are  able  to  have  gold  coins  however,  because  of 
Executive  Order  Number  6260,  Section  4,  which  states  in 
part;  gold  coin  may  be  held  by  private  persons  for  histor¬ 
ical,  scientific  or  numismatic  purposes  except  the  quarter 
eagle,  otherwise  known  as  the  $2.50  piece,  unless  held, 
together  with  rare  and  unusual  coins,  as  part  of  a  collect¬ 
ion  and  containing  not  more  than  four  quarter  eagles  of 
the  same  date,  design  and  from  the  same  mint.  Gold  coins 
for  circulation  were  minted  in  the  following  denominations 
1,  2*5,  3,  5,  10  and  20  dollar  pieces.  Four  and  fifty 
dollar  coins  were  also  made,  but  not  for  circulation.  A 
number  of  private  companies  also  minted  coins  and  ingots 
of  gold  and  of  varying  denominations  for  circulation  in 
this  country  before  the  practice  was  halted  by  congress. 

The  government  also  produced  paper  money  redeemable  in 
gold  at  any  time,  to  facilitate  larger  transactions  and 
the  need  for  carrying  heavy  gold  coin.  These  large  gold 
certificates  were  first  issued  in  1863  mainly  to  releive 
the  shortage  of  hard  money  that  was  being  hoarded  because 
of  the  Civil  War.  Modern-size  gold  certificates  circulated 
from  1929  to  1933  and  are  dated  series  of  1928.  Gold 
certificates  were  not  allowed  to  be  held  by  anyone  for  any 
reason  after  December  28,  1933.  However  gold  certificates 
series  1934  were  printed  for  use  by  the  Federal  Reverve 
System  up  to  the  $100,000  note,  which  is  the  highest 
denomination  of  U.S.  currency  ever  printed.  Gold  certif¬ 
icates  issued  before  the  Gold  Reserve  Act  of  1934  may  now 
be  openly  collected  and  exhibited  because  of  the  order 
signed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  Dillon  on  April 
24,  1964. 

Some  people  were  rather  reluctatnt  to  give  up  their  right 
to  have  gold,  but  it  was  pointed  out  that  we  still  had 
silver  and  plenty  of  hard  money  to  go  around.  After  all, 
silver  coins  had  been  made  and  used  for  as  long  as  gold 
coins  and  in  denominations  from  the  3C  piece  to  the  dollar, 
and  the  Treasury  still  had  enough  silver  bullion  to  last 
for  a  long  time  without  buying  more.  Then  too  we  still 
had  the  silver  certificates  created  by  the  Bland-Allison 
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Act  of  February  28,  1878  so  we  still  had  a  solid  monetary 
system. 

Next  came  the  Silver  Purchase  Act  of  1934,  but  there  was 
little  aggravation  to  anyone  when  the  backing  for  silver 
certificates  was  changed  to  silver  dollars,  silver  or 
silver  bullion.  The  Pitman  act  of  1918  had  already  assured 
the  coinage  of  silver  dollars  for  while  yet,  so  no  one  felt 
that  any  legislation  changing  the  wording  would  affect  the 
soundness  of  the  silver  certificate ...  that  is  until  the 
early  1960's  when  the  government  started  giving  silver 
certificate  holders  silver  dust  or  granules  in  exchange 
for  the  silver  dollar  coin  expected.  Then  even  the  silver 
certificate  was  abolished  by  an  Act  of  June  4,  1963  and  in 
their  place  the  notes  of  the  Federal  Reserve  System  were 
made  legal  tender.  These  new  notes  are  redeemable  in  law¬ 
ful  money  of  the  United  States,  which  is  another  way  of 
saying  that  the  Federal  Reserve  Note  is  redeemable  for  a 
Federal  Reserve  Note. 

Adding  insult  to  injury  a  bill  to  remove  all  of  the  silver 
from  our  coins  under  the  half  dollar  denomination  and  to 
greatly  reduce  the  silver  content  of  the  half  dollar  was 
signed  on  July  23,  1965  and  in  1971  even  the  half  dollar 
lost  its  inherent  value.  These  new  actions  did'nt  seem 
to  make  too  much  difference  to  most  people  however,  as  the 
cost  of  living  has  risen  to  a  point  where  the  dollar  isn't 
worth  the  bother  of  protesting  this  final  belittlement .
